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FUNERAL OF SIR TATTON SYKES, 


THE oe a Sir i Siow ary buried on 
Kirby Grindalythe, Upwards of 4, persons were presen 1 anxious to 
testify their veneration and respect for the memory ot the Bho biietire 
The churchyard wherein ‘Sir Tatton was interred is about three hundred yards 
from Sledmere Castle, where the nonogenarian baronet lived and died. So 
strong was the feeling of regret among the spectators that many of them were 
seen to weep bitterly when the coffin Was carried to the space of earth which 
all mankind are born to lease! The pall-bearers were Lord Hotham, M.P., 
Lord Middleton, the Hon. Admiral Duncombe, M.P., Sir F. D, Legard (Ganton), 
Mr, John Hill, Mr. Robert Bower, Mr. James Hall, and Mr. Leonard Thompson. 
The deceased was followed to the frate by the tenantry and the labourers of 
the estate, to whom he had been so liberal and friend a benefactor, The follow- 
ing were the chief mourners :—Christopher Sykes, Esq., and Miss Sykes; Sir 
H. Foulis, Bart., and the Hon. Mrs. Cholmondeley; the Hon. Col. Cholmon- 
deley and Miss E. Byker P. D. Cooke, Hag, and Mrs. Cooke ; the Hon. E. 
Egerton and Capt. O. Egerton, R.N.; the Hon. Wilbraham Egerton and the 
Hon, and Rev. Canon Residentiary Baillie; the household and domestics. The 
Rov. Thomas Boustead, vicar of Kirby Grindalythe with Sledmers, the officiating 
minister ofthe parish, met the corpse outside the church, and read the 
opening sentences of the burial service. The coffin was taken by the

bearers into the chancel, and the mourners and friends having taken 
their seats, the reverend gentleman proceeded with the order for the 
burial of the dead, which beautiful service he read in an impressive 
manner. The ceremony inside the church being concluded, the corpse was 
taken outside to the vault prepared for its reception, and the mourners and 
friends followed. Theremains of Sir Tatton Sykes were deposited in a vault 
situate immediately outside the north side of the chancel. This vault was 
made at the death of Lady Sykes, whose remains were placed within It, and 
now it was open for the reception ef the corpse of herhusband. The arrange- 
ments for enabling all who were present to pay in a befitting manner their 
last tribute of respect to the deceased were upon a scale harmonising with his 
position and character while living. The gentry of the neighbourhood and 
tenantry who attended the funeral were very numerous, as already stated, and 
they were oe ay entertained at the mansion, and provided with hatbands 
and gloves. he eldest son of the deceased baronet, Mr, Tatton Sykes (now 
Sir Tatton Sykes), is at’ present on a tour in Egypt, and is not aware of his 
parent's death, Telegraphic messages for him were sent to the British Consul 
at Cairo, but no answers to the telegrams have been received. This silence is 
accounted for on the supposition that it is not known what part of Egypt the 
gentleman is now visiting, Owing to the fact we have mentioned, he was, of 
course, not present at the funeral of his father, and his brother, Mr, Chris. 
topher Sykes, was the chief-mourner in his absence.

(To. the Bditor of the “ Uustrated Sporting News:") 
Srm,—I trust you will allow me @ small space in your columns tg make # few 


-remarks on a greatly increasing evil in the sporting world: [ allude to adver- 


tising tipsters, Any one who may glance on the advertisement columns of 
some of the sporting néwspapers will seo that these gentry are largely on the 
increase, and I think itis quite time forthe respectable portion of the press to 


rerntion the public’ against: thé swindling and robbery: which is, in’ somte 


instances,.carried on’ by them.. It will be observed that most of the *’ glorious 
success” and ‘‘important stableinformation ” advertisements end with “¢om-. 
missions executed,” which meuns simply that the advertiser is, or wishes to. be, 
a bookmaker, and it will be obvious to everybody that, such being the case, it 
will bo to his interest to recommend horses which are certain not to win. 
Again, supposing the“ turf adviser” really wishes to put his subscribera on 
the right horse, what are his means of doing so? Why, simply the informa- 
tion: he can get from: touts, who, in their turn, are continually outwitted by 
trainers, Early in last July [noticed an advertisement in lending sporting 
newspaper, io which tho advertiser asserted! that he had sent thé winter of the 
Goodwood Stakes ten yeurs’ in succession, and was quite certuin’ of doing so 
again, I sent off for his’ advice on the Goodwood: Steltes and Cup, and re- 
ceived per return a strong recommendation. to: beck Catth-’em-Alive’ and 
Dalesman for the Stakes, and Zetland for the Oup, ; 
I heard. fronx him again, advising Canary, Audrey, Watchfire, Montebello, St 
Bernard, and Attaman for the Stakes (only eight horses to’ win one race!), and 
Zetland only for the Cup. On the Saturday after Goodwood’ races another 
aguertpemens pppoateds to this Spat ae Oem O——- (Lleave out the name) 
8 sorry he lost tho Goodwood Stakes, but he won the © d 
second with Tim Whigler and Zetland.”

MORE TRIUMPHANT. 

GENERALLY a week hefore the race the crews put in an appearance at Putney, 
and commence work on the courses, ‘This year the weather has been 
singularly favourable for practice, and the crews have taken every advantage 
of the opportunity afforded them by wind and tide. These annual matches 
are among the most delightful aunual sighta of which this metropolis can 
boast, for it not only serves to bring together a multitude of well-dressed and 
well-informed sight-seers, but affords a splendid illustration of the kind of 
thing of which Englishmen are made, and sets forth the real characteristics of 
the true type of English gentlemen, Not only does amusement uccrue from 
this aquatic festival, but it illustrates the fact that physical and mental culti- 
vation can be pursued simultaneously, without either suffering from contact 
with the other. It not merely illustrates this fact, but it enforces it upon the 
dar of the country as an example worth following, and a lesson worth 
earning. Surrounding nationg cannot, doubtless understand this sort of 
thing, und we are sorry to say that there are dunces nearer at home quite as 
incapable of couiprehending it; but to the former we say, in this source you, 
behold the true secret of the greatness of this country, and to the latier we bold 
up the example as a ioral lesson—teaching the triumph of physical ability 
over tawdry effeminacy and true manliness over the affectation of refinement 
and dandyism in all its chimerical, lack-a-daisical, and insipic characteristics, 

A hardy arm and the appetite of a hunter are things to admire and covet, not 
to despise and turn up one’s nose at; and if, as Burns has it, 


“ God the gift would gi’ us, 
To s6¢ oursols ag others see us,” 


w6 should at once become convinced, not only of the utility, but the beauty of 
a well-knit frdme and robust health, 

“Throw physic to the dogs,” and give ua‘plenty of fresh air, pure water, 
wholesome food, and hard work, and we shall not only feel better within our- 
selves, but be performing one of the great duties imposed upon us by the Om- 
nipotent, and assisting in pepetuating the race of men, whose glory is theenvy 
of the world, and whose name can awaken terror in the hearts of all evil 

ers, 

Of course Messieurs and Signors of certain countries, who perform their 
ablutions {n pint basins, lounge about from morn till night, perpetually smoke 
the worst cigars, and eat the filthiest of food, will not see what the foregoing 
can have todo with our moral duties, or the duties we owe our country; but 
there are those who will understand us and agree with what we setforth, But, 
we aro lingering on the threshold of our task, which is to give the history of 
the present race; and to this our space warns us that we must contine ourselves, 

The crews selected this year to contend for the Blue Riband of the Thames 
began to train early in March, and, as this preliminary preparation is but little 


understood by the million, we may aptly quote the following, which we ex-. 


tract from the pages of a very popular serial of the day :— 

“The training of University oarsmen consists of early hours, running, 
rowing, and a temperate use of the most nourishing food and drink. The 
same treatment cannot be prescribed for all constitutions, but the following 
seems to be about an average specimen of the way in which the month pre 
ceding the match is spent. All meet at seven a&m., and run a couple of miles 
—~at trst gently, afterwards at a sharp burst; this it essential, as it is the 
only improver of the wind. After a tub and rub, they breakfast together in 
turn at one another's rooms, and have bruiled steaks and chops, broad and butter, 
Water-cresses, and teain moderation, Alittle reading fille u pthe morning capitally, 
and keeps the mind quietly occupied; indeed, biyh classical uitainments aud 
good rowing often go hand in hand, and each university is able to point to 
many distinguished ‘double firsts.’ At 12°30 a biscuit and a glass of wine, and 
at two p.m,, down to the river ta row the course. This over, they have a 
comfortable wash, and then dine together upon beef or mutton sufficiently 
roasted, broiled, or boiled, wholesome vegetables, pluin jelly, water-cresses, 
lewuces, and a pint of sound home-brewed ale. ork, veal, salted meats, 
made dishes, pastry, cheese, condiments, ahd smoking are forbidden, Those 
who are ua3d to wine are allowed a glass or two after dinner, > All ought to be 
in bed shortly after ten o'clock; and, for those with whom it agrees, the best 
thing to take as supper is @ basin of carefully-made plain oatmeal water-gruel, 
But training is very ticklish work with many men; they are apt to get 
feverish, and nearly the same round of food day after day often palla, Again, 
about ten days after the system has been begun, a period of depression some- 
times occurs; this, however, is a turning point, and once passed, the patients 
feel brighter and harder. ‘The mentor and the coxswain strive to keep the 
crew cheerful and good-tempered one with anotber, free from all sensations 
Of staleness and overtraining. If the cast of Characters includes a good low- 
comedy man, so much the better,” 

Since the names of this year's crews first appeared in print there has been 
Greut doubt expressed about their proving so generally good as on former oc- 
casions. indeed, the difficulty both Universities have undergone in picking 
the crews has been the common topic of conversation in aquatic circles, 
Oxford, althougn the first to set forth a list of names whjch was not to be re- 
vised, was singularly late in the fleld, and the preponderance of last year's men 
over new ones told a tale of poverty uf resources not in the least anticipated. 

Bad as this was, the men of the Cam were worse: for ip was only within two 
daya of the departure for the Thames that they decided upon changing their 
stroke oar--a movement which created no little consternation among their 
friends, for the course certainly seemed suicidal, more particularly as the man 
decided upon had no particular reputation to boast of. However on Saturday, 
the 21st ult, the crews, such as they were, arrived in the metropolis; and the 
Oxford rowers,immediately resorted to Mr. Kirby's, The White Lion, Putney, 
while their rivals took up their quarters in the contiguous but equally well-known 
hostelry, Mr. Baker's, the Star and Qarter.. The Cambridge had two boatsin 
readiness for commencing practice—an entirely new one built by Mr. Searle, 
and another one by Salter, of Oxford. On Monday, the 23rd, the heroes of the 
Isis had a pull from Hammersmith Heuse, and looked all over the favourites 
the public pronounced them to be. The essentials of training, indced, were fully 
visible in the frames of all. Later in the day the Cambridge pullers took a 
spin from Simmonds's yard, and thirty-six strokes per minute was anxiously 
noted. ‘They were steered by Mr. T.S. Egan, ‘The average of the Oxonians 
was thirty-four strokes per minute, and the style of the two boats assimi- 
lated more than we have perceived of late years, Next day witnessed 
both crews again on the water; both rowed over the prescribed course, 
and were unanimously cheered by multitudes of friends, as they 
spurted with a determination betokening a very severe contest. Preference 
was given, however, amongst the old standers to the Oxford crew, who 
seemed to do all that was asked of them in a neater and cleaner manner, 
Wednesday witnessed a renewal of the excitement on the banks of the river, 
for it was well understood that the Oxonians would be out rather 
early with a picked waterman’s eight, inclusive of ‘Tom Hoare, T. Boyalj 
Cole, T. Heywood, George Hammerton, ‘Tagg, Everson, Harry Kelly, 
and John Phelps, With snch a crack lot of professionals, the public may judge 
Of the intense interest the spin created, and a finer sight, we think, was neyor 
witnessed. There can be no doubt that the above was one of the finest crews 
of watermen that could be got together; notwithstanding this, however, the 
gentlemen gave them nearly two lengths start, which the watermen increased 
to three at Barnes. J'rom here to Hammersmith it was a desperate race, Ox- 
ford gaining about a length ; but after this the watermen held their own well. 
The pace of the Oxford boat, although they were much distressed at the finish, 
was something to be remembered, being only 2imin 14 sec, on a very bad tide, 
Qa it was nearly low water; and the betting became more brisk when the fuct 
was fully known.

THE DINNER. 
In the evening, after partaking of the dinuer to which the crews had been 
‘invited by the Thames Subscription, the Hon. G, Denman, the president and 
‘chairman, proposed the toast of ‘* The Oxford and Cambridge Crews," in doing 
which he dwelt with much enthusiasm upon the subject of boating ut the Uni- 
versities, of tho advantges, the courage, self-denial, and endurance necessary 
for fair display of prowess conferred upon men, and upon the influence it had 
‘over the pursuits of their after life, adding, after a review of the pains and 
trouble in selecting eight men to maintain the aquatic honour of their Univer- 
sity, whether they were above or below the average, the slightest relaxation of 
‘effort on the part of either would give the victory to the other. He then 
Adverted to their now having won the same number of matches each, and highly 
‘complimented Mr. Hoare, the stroke of the Oxford crew, who had thrice in 
4uco ssion led his men onto victory. He next spoke in terms of warm com- 
mendation of the Cambridge gentlemen, and said, that although losers two or 
three times, they found no difilculty in coming to the post again; and added 
that, whether a8 winners or losers, they gaived,in the opinion of the world, 
the same amount of honour, In conclusion, he associated the names of Mr. 
Carr, of the Oxford crew (Mr. Hoare b ing unavoidably absent), and Mr. Smyly, 
tho president of the Cambridge Club, with the toast. The speech was received 
with much applause.

REVIEWS OF NEW BOOKS. 


; HORSE RACING.* 

Tam first portion of the work we have before us is undoubtedly 
its weakest point. The author makes a mistake in attempting to 
begin at the beginning, for his knowledge of the early history of the 
horse is by no means extensive, and so he has to fall back upon 
Strutt and a few other well-known authorities, and trots over the 
ground they have so frequently and so well traversed. But when the 
historian of the turf gets to comparatively modern times, he becomes 
quite in his element, and dashes away briskly over the whole area of 
his subject, ‘There is a fascination about the latter part of the book 
which makes ample amends for the halting style of the early pages. 
There ia a fund of anecdote, a treasury of valuable information, and 
an amount of brilliant writing displayed which cannot fail to make 
the work popular with all branches of sporting men and_ those 
interested in wonderful statistics ; in the latter branch of this subject 
the author fairly revels, and a [most astonishing amount of facts and 
figuresare set forth with a vividness which all who read will admire. 
As a companion to the Editor’s table the book will also become 
valuable, for it was much required, containing, as it does, the very 
information arranged in the very style an Editor requires, for he has 
no time to sift out his grains of information in whole bushels of 
literary chaff. A well compiled history, arranged under distinct heads, 
was much wanted, and we have found one in this volume. Our 
author, as we have said, is not happy in the outset, and as confir- 
mation of our words, we extract the following from his intreducto 


remarks on the causes of the popularity of horse-racing in 
ingland :— 


“ There is no question that the majority of the English people are very 
portal to the pastime, and there are several reasons which account for it. 
n this country the horse is looked upon’ and treated as a really noble 
animal, quite distinct from its general utility, which recommends it still 
further to our notice and admiration. In no other country but our own, 
except Arabia, do we find the quadruped and biped upon such a familiar 
and friendly footing, or the animal cultivated and brought to the same 
height of perfection, and horsemen, again, 8o skilful in the management 
of it. From this intimacy, perfection, and excellence, springs a more 
than ordinary interest in the capabilities and exploits of the horse, and 
hence the zest with which Englishmen view a race. This pany ac- 
counts for the popularity of the pastime, to which may be added its great 
feature of not being a class enjoyment, but open to all. as an amusement; 
and this popularity it will retain as long as its pleasures are not re- 
atricted, Boe all grades, from the peer to the peasant, are penuiiien to 
shure in what has become the popular, and most generally indulged in, 
amusement of the people. : 

“But there is another reason, in addition to the foregoing, which has 

assisted in making horse-racing so popular as it has become. No incon- 
siderable share of the pleasure derived from the indulgence of the pas- 
time springs from a feeling which forms a feature peculiar to the sport in 
England. On the Continent, the pastime is somewhat curbed in its 
Operation and practice by executive and military supervision, and has the 
uppearance of being a Government spectacle got up by the authorities 
for the amusement of the people, and with which the latter have no more 
to do, or feel interested in, than the mere witnessing of it. This super-~ 
vision ensures order, and perhaps is necessary, for political revolutions 
abroad have sprung out of even less important and innocent causes than 
a simple horse race. The principal interest, therefore, of the Conti- 
nentals is centred in the exhibition while it lasts, and they assemble to 
see it, and disperse when it is over, at the tap of a drum, as we may say. 
Now in England the very reverse of this is the case. There is no 
Government supervision in the matter, but the people themselves 
originate the amusement, fix time and lace, issue the regulations, and 
have sole control and rule over the entire, proceedings. *Even the few 
policemen who are to be seen on a race-course are placed there and 
paid by the racing officials, more for the purpose of keeping the course 
clear when the horses are running, than from fear of any serious breach 
of the peace, The law in general is seldom outraged, and in the main 
good order is preserved by the people themselves: the thousands congre- 
gated, forming, as it were, in their own persons, a sort of self-constituted 
constabulary force for the time being over their own minds and actions. 
An Englishman would almost as soon think of the Prime Minister .ot 
the country turning mountebank, as that a race-meeting would be made 
the nucleus for political or revolutionary purposes; and: if the attempt 
were made, it would foil itself by the simple distaste and repugnance of 
those assembled at having their own legitimate amusement encroached 
upon and perverted to an fllezitimate end. 
_,. Phus it will be seen that a great difference exists in the nature and 
ideas both as regards the sport itself and the enjoyment of it, in the two 
masses collected to witness a horse-race on the Continent and in this 
country, although the cause originating the assemblages is the same. 
There ia a great charm in not only thinking as we like, but in doing what 
we think proper; and it is this permissible exercise of individual inclina- 
tion and treedom of thought and action, as exhibited in the throngs con- 
Gregated on an English race-course, a freedom all the more apparent, 
and contributing to a greater degree of pride in the circumstance from 
the immensity of numbers enjoying the privilege, that gives such a 
hearty relish to the enjoyment ot ithe pastime. Jn England, the people 
unquestionably enjoy liberty and freedom in the widest sense known 
Compatible with a degree of restraint which must follow where there is 
any Government, and this liberty and treedom has never yet been abused 
80 far as a race-course having been taken advantage of for any uncon- 
stitutional purpose. In this country law and order are hot impressed 
upon the people, when they happen to assemble together in such con- 
siderable numbers as a race-meeting will bring together, by the display 
of an armed force, but the preserving of it is left to their own good 
sense; andthe confidence so reposed exalts the individual, makes him 
feel proud of the trust accorded his better nature, and determines him to 
prove by his own good conduct that he is worthy of it, ‘This may seem 
wide of the subject of which we are treating, but these considerations do 
form part of that amount of pride which an Englishman feels on the 
tace- course when he views the immense numbers congregated together, 
and reflects upon what attracted them to the spot.” 


We have heard all this before, and it is simply unintelligible 
hosh. But we pass on to something better Here we have a little 
hit about George IV. when Prince of Wales :— 


; “The Prince first became an owner of race~horses in 1784, and enter- 
ing with ardour into. tuct pursuits, soon had a magnificent racing 
establishment, and subsequently bred some first-rate horses. In turf 
matters the Prince was considered to possess good judgment, and yet 
despite this— considering algo that in the possession of a good racing 
stud he had the essential material for success; and notwithstanding the 
advantages which ‘it is not unreasonably supposed would to a certain 
extent result to a persou in his high position, the “ First Gentleman of 
lnurope”—-as his admirers and flatterers were pleased to designate him— 
seems to have been particularly unfortunate in his turf transactions. 
‘Two years after our royal sportsman began his turt career viz., in 1786 
he was compelled, on account of embarrassed circumstances, to dispose 
of his ang of racers; but enor ee like lapse of time, and we find his 
debts paid, his incomegenerously increased by Parl ince 
el tems upon the ture” y ament and the Prince 


Here he is once more :~ 


“In the year 1790, a print was published by J. Bod 
Holborn, being a picturesque view of Newmarket, show ng the trains of 
running horses belonging to different noblemen, &e., taking their exer- 
cise, Phe print contained upwards of 200 figures, und the view was 
taken from the King’s Chair on Warren Hill. The price of the print 
waa, coloured one guinea, plain 10s. Gd. and 7s, Gd, This print, says 
Druid, was the popular one of the period ; “the Warren Hill is the scene 
of the afternoon’s revel. Quiet little Newmarket just peeps forth in the 
hollow, in the centre of that restless panorama, and in the far distance 
the Ely Minster turrets cut the cloudless sky, and struggle manfully for 
pre-eminence with Hightlyer Hall. In the foreground is the Prince, &e., 
“standing up in his shiaatbn, and booking a bet with the shrivelled Duke 
of Orleans, on horseback at his side. His brother ‘ York,” has alighted 
and is gaily pointing out to a “lady”=-as the key observes—a long 
sheeted string, which are, West Australian fashion, cutting down the 
Warren Hill like a scythe, in the direction of King Charles’ cupola 
chair,’ &c.” 
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The following anecdote shows the Prince in 


frequently appeared—to the disgrace of himself 
written :— 


‘It appears that in the October Meeting at Newmarket, 1791, Escape 
was entered, and ran for a race both on the 20th and 2Ist. In explana- 
tion, and exculpation of himself and the Prince of this, at the time, 
notorious affair, the jockey, old Sam Chifney, wrote and published his 
‘Genius Genuine,’ a pamphlet of about 40 pages, price £5! from which 
it appears, that in the race of the 20th the Prince had no bets upon the 
result, and it was perhana fortunate that the Prince did not bet, or at 
least back his horse, as “scape lost the race, This race was for 60 guineas, 
Ditch In, and for which four started; the betting was 2 to 1 against 
Escape, 4 to 1 against Coriander, and 5 to 1 against Skylark, and they 
came in thus:—-Mr, Dawson’s Coriander, 1; Lord Grosvenor’s Skylark, 2; 
Lord Clement's Pipator, 8; H.R.H. the Prince of Wales’ Escape, 4. 
Previous to starting for this race the Prince told Chifney to make strong 
running with Escape, Chifney thought He so would be imprudent, 
but was unable to acquaint the Prince with his ideas, as the latter left 
him immediately after giving his orders; but directly after he conveys 
the orders he had received, and his own ideas res ting them, to Mr. 
Lake—a gentleman who had the management of the Prince’s stud, and 
whose orders, in running, &c., the Prince had told Chifney, when he 
engaged him as jockey, he was to obey—and this gentleman, acquiescing 
in Chifney's opinion, reversed the Prince's orders, and told him not to 
make play, and, in doing so, also told Chifney that he (Mr. Lake) would 
hold him harmless with the Prince in disobeying his first instructions. 
Although Geel lost the race on the 20th, the Prince informed Chifney 
he should run him for the race on the 2ist, and the latter advised the 
Prince to back him, as the race Escape had just run would reatly 
improve him, and the horse would run both longer and faster. It does 
not appear that the Prince was angered at Chifney disobeying the orders 
he had given him; and again, on the 21st, he told Chifney to make play 
with Escape, but, in this instance, not to do so if strong running was 
made by any of the rest of the field. For this race—second year of a 
subscription of five guineas each, Beacon course, twelve subscribers and 
six starters—the betting was 4 and 5 to 1 against Escape, 7 to 4 against 
Chanticleer, 11 to 5 against Skylark, and 6 to 1 against Grey Diomed. 
In the running, Skylark made play, and Chifney, waiting with Escape, 
won the race. They came in as follows:—H.R-H. the Prince of Wales’ 
Escape, 1; Lord Barrymore’s Chanticleer, 2; Lord Grosvenor’s Sky- 
lark, 3; Duke of Bediord’s Grey Diomed, 4; Lord Clermont’s Harpator, 
5; Mr. Barton’s Alderman, 6, Here was a direct reversal of the former 
day’s running; one which the members of the turf could not understand, 
and which, on the face of it, looked suspicious, and rendered many of 
them—the losers in particular we presume—indignant. The Jockey 
Club tuok the matter up; and, finally, its members—one of which was 
Sir Charles Bunbury, who, it is said, was the chief and severest of the 
Prince’s accusers—must have deeided upon a verdict of guilty, as Sir 
Charles Bunbury informed the Prince that if he suffered Chifney to ride 
his horses for the future, no gentleman would start against him. This 
resolve was simply an acquital of the Prince upon conditions: the 
sacrifice of his jockey ; but, to the honour of the Prince be it said, he was 
too generous to accept such terms at the sole expense of poor Chifney, 
but preferred again retiring from the turf in 1792,” 


The following is not without interest :-— 


“In the year 1835 a race was run at Goodwood, in which there was 
something remarkable in the roceedings and result of it. The race we 
allude to was for the King’s Guineas, for which two only started, viz,, 
Lucifer and Rockingham, the latter horse having won, almost in a 
canter, the Cup on the previous day. Three other horses were also 
weighed for, and although none of them actually started, this ciream- 
stauce, as also the uncertainty that existed whether Rockingham would 
start or not, even almost up to the last moment, caused considerable fluc- 
tuation in the betting—the odds at one moment being laid against five 
animals, and then shifting and only quoted against two. Rockingham 
and Lucifer, however, were the only two competitors, and when they 
started the betting was 5 to 1 on the first, and 3 and 4 to,1 against the 
second. Inthe race Rockingham led at a moderate pace, but at the dis- 
tance-post had completely defeated Lucifer, who was tea or a dozen 
lengths behind him; seeing this, and hearing Forth call out to the boy 
who rode Lucifer—Iwitchett—to pull up, Robinson began to ease his 
horse, under an impression, which was shared in general by those 
looking on, that he had only to canter up to the post. The rider of 
Lucifer, however, instead of pulling up as ordered, kept his horse going, 
so that when Rockingham reached the stand, there was not half the dis- 
tance between the two that there was at the distance-post ; and 
Twitchett at this moment making a desperate rush, completely took 
Robinson by surprise within a few yards of the winning-post, and before 
the latter conld get his horse into action, had won the race by two 
lengths, to the utter astonishment of every person on the course. ‘I'o 
show how forlorn the chances of Lucifer’s Winning appeared at the dis- 
tance-post we may state that a bet of £100 to half-a-crown was actually 
laid on Rockingham at the stand. An exactly similar case, a8 regards 
result, occurred between 8. Rogers and Fordham, the former on Wild 
Rose, and the latter on Amy, at the Newmarket First October Meeting of 
the past year, when the latter was so distressed at his unexpected and 
unaccountable defeat, that it was some days before all the soothings ot 
his friends could make ‘George’ himself again. And at Doncaster, for 
the great St. Leger of 1822, a race, quite unexpected as to result, 
occurred when Mr. Petre’s Theodore took it into bis head to ran quite 
contrary to the opinions of owner, trainer, jockey, and everybody else 
who entertained an opinion upon the matter. This horse, it appears, had 
run very well as a two-year-old, but his performances just previous to the 
great race had been so wretched that Jackson, his jockey, was wandering 
about the course, it is said, almost heart-broken at his miserable chance 
for the race because Mr, Petre had claimed his right to his services as his 
first master, Mr. Petre himsel!, it was also stated, had been fortunate 
enough to get rid of his betting-book, with a bonus, by handing it over 
to another gentleman whom he had induced to take it with its risks; and 
the jockey’s spirits were not enlivened by hearing odds of ‘ a hundred 
guineas to one’ offered and laid against Theodore ; nor did it in any way 
increase his faith in hopes of success when he found that a bet of a hun- 
dred guineas to a walking-stick, of the value of one shilling, had 
Actually been laid against the horse he wag to ride. In the race itself, 
hcwever, Theodore completely upset all previous calculations, for Jackson, 
Managing to get off well at the start, kept his horse going, and, finally, 
amidst a scene of great excitement and. astonishment, Janded his horse 
first past the winning post. These. three cases may be taken asremark— 
able instances of the uncertainty attending horse-racing.” 


We have but little room left for more extracts, but we cannot resist 
giving the following little sketch of the early history of the now world- 
famed Racing Calendar: 


“The ‘Racing Calendar’ was originated in 1726, by Mr, John Cheny, 
of Arundel, in Sussex, who in that year issued proposals to Jee 
yearly, by subscription, for seven years successively, an historical list of 
all horse-matches run for in England, of the value of £10 and upwards, 
with the names of the owners ot the horses, &c, The tirst volume was 
published in 1727, price seven shillings and sixpence; and, as a proof of 
the then popularity of the pastime, and the extensive and high patronage 
accorded, this volume had nearly five hundred subseribers, including 
about a hundred people of rauk, viz., fourteen dukes, fifty-seven honour. 
ables and right honourables, and twenty-nine baronets. 
“The task undertaken by Mr. Cheny was anything but an easy one, and 
particularly in the first instance, when we consider that the returns had 
to be collected from so many and wide localities, at a period upwards of 
4 hundred years previous to the railroad era,* and when travelling not 
only became laborious and wearisome to the body, but also occupied a 
deal of time. Despite difficulties, however, Mr, Cneny was determined 
to succeed in his undertaking, and also in making his work acceptable to 
the sporting public by giving a full and true account of the racing; and 
he tells us that in the ensuing year he ‘travelled the kingdom over, 
contracting a correspondence in every part with persons who, at the very 
time of sport, are to take accounts for me where I do not appear.’ ‘The 
personal exertion must have been very great, and it is not a matter of 
astonishment that its publication Was at times somewhat delayed, and 
for which we find him thus apologising :-— "Tig this, together with the 
trouble I have often taken of riding from man to man for information to 
render these accounts as just a8 possible, has dela ed the publication.’ 
“From an advertisement in the volume for 1 32, it appears that as 
‘ the diversion of horse-racing had advanced to guch a hei ht,’ and the 
Previous period of subscription had nearly expired, many of his patrons 
Tecommended a continuance of the work on an enlarged scale, and that,

For some time past it has been well understood that the Milkboy, of 
Norwich, and William Lang, of Middlesbro’, had been matched to 
contend for the handsome ten-mile Champion Cup presented to be 
run for by Mr. J. C. Baum, the proprietor of the ground, under cer- 
tain specified conditions. The length of time the Yorkshireman had 
held the trophy through various successes induced the belief that he 
would once more be enabled to retain the prize, so regularly placed 
in the window facing the running enclosure. The odds of 5 to4 
were freely offered on Lang, but we think there was little response 
among those present of the speculative species. ‘The race was fixed 
to take place at five o'clock, and soon after both men appeared on 
the track,—Lang, as if to ail intents and purposes the, even then, 
recognised conqueror, being attended by Sam Barker and Jesse Smith; 
while White, of Gateshead, looked after the party who hailed from 
the Norwich district. 

When the signal for commencement. had been given Brighton 
burst off with a fast lead, and in quick time (never being touched) 
completed the first mile in four minutes forty-eight seconds, and, at 
the same time, 2 to 1 was freely offered against him, denoting the 
foregoing conclusion to be eventually arrived at. There was a slight 
(very slight indeed) alternation in the two laps before the close of the 
‘secoud mile (accomplished with Brighton ahead in nine minutes and 
fifty-eight seconds), and so the match proceeded at a. rather 
steadier pace until the third mile had been covered. The time kindly 
noted to us for this distance was exactly fifteen minutes and twenty 
seconds ; and, on its completion, there were loud and unmistakably 
significant cries of “5 to <—are there any takers?” At the end of 

the twenty-seventh lap, the match was varied by somewhat of a 
spirited spurt, which seemed to give hopes to the spectators that a 
race might actually be anticipated from this point. ‘The timekeeper 
mentioned “twenty-eight ’’ as the competitors passed onwards round 
the downward track ; and here the Middlesbro’ youth forced ahead 
several yards in advance, while Brighton appeared to drop off visibly 
in speed, and this was the first instance which betokened anything in 
the species of lameness which he afterwards showed. Still Brighton 
ran undauntedly as long as circumstances permitted. The fourth 
mile—timed as twenty minutes forty seconds, and the fifth done in 
twenty-five minutes fifty-nine seconds—still showed the game Milk- 
boy at the fore; but just before reaching the thirty-eighth lap, he 
simped so unmistakably that he was compelled, thus early in the 
81xth mile, to resign the contest. The backer of Brighton having 
xpressed himself satisfied, Lang shortly afterwards retired as “the 
holder of the Cup,”

Victoria Runnina Grounps.—The day being sufficiently favourable 
for out-door amusements, these grounds on Saturday last were 
attended by an exceedingly large number of pedestrian admirers. 
There were three coeperedrely, interesting matches for decision, the 
first being between William Rutherford and Joseph Smart, both of 
Gateshead, to run 120 yds for £10 a side, The race the whole dis- 
tance was remarkably well contested ; the referee declaring the result 
as a dead heat. The next spin was for a similar stake, distance 
200 yds, between David Thompson, of Jarrow, and William Wilson, 
of Blaydon; the betting was very spirited, the investments being 
principally in favour of the former. ‘The race was announced for five 
o’clock, but as usual there was nearly an hour’s delay before the ad- 
versaries {elt inclined to test their respective merits, ‘The start was 2 
capital one, both bolting simultaneously ; however, after contesting 
half the distance, Wilson showed such undeniable signs of supefiority 
that he, without much difficulty, shot right ahead, and notwithstand- 
ing his opponent plied his understandings most dexterously the 
Blaydon representative eventually reached the terminus an easy 
winner by 4 yds. The final race, however, was the race of the day, 
the combatants being the celebrated William Bell, of the Felling, 
and Thomas Lisle, of the same place; distance, once round the 
grounds (440 yds), for £10 aside. Both competitors rank high in 
pedestrian circles, principally on account of their successful achieve- 
ments. Bell, who is considered to possess extraordinary lasting 
powers, has run and defeated some of the best long-distance runners 
in England, including Brighton, of Norwich, Banks, of Warwickshire, 
and E. Mills, of London. His last engagement was with William 
Park, of Glasgow, in a ten-mile encounter, which took place at 
Fenham Park, on the 11th of October, 1862, the latter receiving 
250 yds start. Bell, however, had not the remotest chance, as he was 
compelled to cry peccavi at the eight miles, having only gained some- 
thing like 70 yds (in the whole distance—the time occupied in per- 
forming the eight miles being {48}min, which was miserably poor, 
compared with Bell’s former race. Lisle is also admitted to be a 
first-class sprint runner. He has been engaged in several notable 
contests, and has, with very few exceptions, pulled them through 
with commendable determination and gameness. The present 
race between these clippers has caused a rather unusual amount 
of interest amongst the peds in the northern district, and we 
should say, at the time of starting, not less than 800 to 900 
persons were assembled within the enclosure. 
throughout was all in favour of Bell, 7 to 4 and 2 to 1 being offered 
freely, with only a limited number of investments. Bell himself was 
so remarkably contident of success that he offered to bet his opponent 
the gate money that he won; Lisle, however, did not see the force of 
this liberal. proposition, At 6,45 pare both men Ls Ga on the 
grounds, Bell having for his mentor Joseph Forster, while J, Honney- 
man performed the requisite for Lisle. Bell having won the toss chose 
the inside, starting opposite the stand and running westward.. At the 
sixth attempt they elfected a very indifferent start, Bell having fully a 
yard and a half the better of it, which lead he maintained until 
rounding the turn, when Lisle spurted with much effect and ulti- 
mately succeeded in reaching his antagonist within two feet of the 
half distance; from this point to the finish, the race was of a most 
exciting description, scarcely 12 in dividing the combatants at the 
400 yds, ‘Ten yards from the goal Lisle drew himself nearly level, 
12 ft from the terminus Bell stumbled and affectionately embraced 
Mother Karth, dead beat Lisle, following suit, caught his fallen 
opponent and threw himself about half a yard over the mark, thus 
running one of the most determined races ever contested at these 
grounds, the time occupied in performing the distance, according to 
our own timing, beiug barely 58 sec, which was remarkably good con- 
sidering the men had to run half the distance in the face of a blind- 
ing wind. Mr. James Thompson was referee; there was no dissatis- 
faction about the gentleman’s decision. We are sorry to complain of 
the conduct of the spectators immediately after the start in the above 
race, the manner in which they hemmed the runners in was very dis- 
creditable, and, in our opinion, anything but fair. ‘It would be de- 
cidedly better, both for the lookers-on and the competitors, were the 
public to confine themselves for the future to the space allotted to 
them on the grounds; this course would obyiate all similar unseemly 
exhibitions,
